A dramatic end enme Wednosday to
Count Zeppelin's long awalted endurs
ance fight In his monster dirigible
balloon and the proud alrship, which
Tuesday was cultivg rapidly through
the alr and outdistancing pursuing au-
tomoblled, lies In an open fleld near
Echierdingen & mnmw of’ twisted, use-
lesa metal. A chupter of aceldents,
occasioned by bad moods of nature
and fallure of mechanlcal appllances
combined, wae responsible for the un-
timely end of the balloon’s fight
which has held the atltention of the
world, and for blasting the ambitions
of its Inventor, Count Zeppelin, The
count, almoet heartbroken and unable
longer to endure the sight of his ghat-
tered craft, has left for Freldrichs-
hufen.

An explanation of the aceident by
experts la that probably one of the
balloonets, of which tho Immense bal-
loon was constructed, burst and a
gpark from the motor ignited the gan
when the balloen was carried Into the
nlr,

and chorus numbers.

The “Stabat Mater” {8 a Latin povm
sotting forth the lamentation of the
Blessed Virgin Mary while standing
at the foot of the cross, upon which
bung her crucified son, It takes Its
title from the first two words of the
opening line. It was probably wrlttag
toward the close of the 13th century
by Jacobus de Benedlctus, although its
authorship Is also asoribed to varlous
popes and saints of that period, Ros-
sinl was not a professional religlous
man, and his “Stabat Mater” aroused
a storm of criticiem and defense In
Europe almost equal to those created
by his "Taueredl" and “Gazza Ladra.”
Members of the rigid school of re-
liglous composition damned the work
as theatrie and irreverent, w.ile Ros-
sinl's friends and free lovers of beautl-
ful music sald that it showed that
there was reverence and religious
feeling even In the brilllant avowed
Be that as It may, the Ros-
sginl "Stabat Mater"” has outlived and
outshone In popularity every other
musical setting of the wonderful old
and' was well called by Ellen
Orr the work “which, like a crown of
brilllant flowers, Rossinl hung, one
Good Friday, upon the cross

Rossinl’s “Stabat Mater” was first
sung in Parle in 1842, about ten years
after It was written. The three con-
trasting works, that singly and collact-
{vely well illustrate Rossinl's contra-
dictory, opulent life, are the conile
opera, “The Barber of Seville,” the
serlous opera, “Willlam Tell,” and his
musical setting of the religlous poem,
“Stabat Mater.”

When we conslder that our cltizen-
ship is permitted to hear such works
of the masters under the correct effi-
clency of A. Liberatl, as merely one of
the attractive features of Nebraska's
great State Falr, we conclude that all
musle lovers will be there to enjoy
this week's feast of musio and Ineci-
dentally to take in the great racing
events, Western Loague baseball, ath-
letic meet, Wild West show, and the
best exhibits of horses, cattle, swine,
sheep, poultry, educational, machin-
ery, agricultural s and horticultural
products ever shown In the state.
